The first bill which was introduced 
by Hon, W.'J. Hanna, proposes to col+ 
lect five per cent of} al) bar receipts 
nbove an average of $40 per day, 
To this end licensees must make 
mofithly returns of their receipts ac- 
companied. by a tive per cent payment 
direct through the provincial secret- 
ary’s department and in: order that 
the latter may keep a check, the bill 
gives an Official of the department 
access to a book® of a licensee as 
well ae to all books of wholesalers, 
Mr. Hanna explained that in cutting 
off of so many Jicensees, the remain- 
ing hotels were en#fred of greatly in- 
creased patronage and it was felt only 
fair that a portion of this unearned 
increment should come back to the 
people of the province. .A large pro- 
portion of the smaller hotels in the 
province would not be affected at all, 
Another important addition to the act 
uives the province power to veto over 
all licenses of the province, Hereto- 
fore it Mad had this power. over li- 
censes din unorganized . districts. It 
is not proposed to exercise this power 
save in extreme and exceptional cases. 


A separate bill dealing with the 
liquor problem aims to check the 
illegal sale of liquor by druggists. It 


has been approved by the more re- 
putable section of the profession and 
provides that a chemist convicted for 
the second time of  sélling liquor 
illegally shall be handéd over to the 
pharmaceutical council for discipline, 
that body having power to suspend 
his druggist's license for one, two, 
or three years at discretion.

CLIFFORD SIFTON 
“AND RECIPROCITY 


FORMER MINISTER OF INTERIOR 
i OPPOSED TO TARIFF 
AGREEMENT. 


Ottawa, Feb, 28—Seldom have the 
Commons chamber and galleries been 
beter filled, the former by members 
and the later by public, than toduy 
when Hon. Clifford Sifton delivered 
his criticism of the reciprocity agree- 
ment proposals framed by his old 
tine colleagues of the cabinet. 

When he rose to speak, there was 
no applause because the Liberals 
anticipated that he would criticize 
the agreement, but he got plenty of 
it before he sat down one and a half 
hours later, fully ninety per cent. 
of it coming from the = opposition 
benches. 

The member for Brandon regretted 
the necessity of differing from a 
leader he followed for 60 many years. 
He was quite as emphatic in his op- 
position to the agreement ,however, 
as have been the lears of the opposi- 
tion and while he added many new 
arguments, he also adopted some of 
the arguments which came from the 
other side of the House. These in- 
cluded the expression of the belief 
that the pact might lead to commer. 
cial union and (o annexation. He was 
quite as suspicious as Mr, Borden 
or Mr. Foster of the American ad- 
vances and argued that we should 
continue to maintain a protective 
policy against the United States and 
likewise against Great Britain. to the 
point necessary to protect Canadian 
industries. In regard to the farmers, 
he argued that free natural products 
would do them more harm — than 
good, 

Hon, Mr, Fisher Replies. 

Hon. Sidney Fisher, Minister of 
Agriculture, replied in a four-hour 
Speech replete with figures destined 
to show that the member for Bran- 
don did not understand the applica- 
tion of the agreement to the farming 
industries. He caused laughter by 
remarking that Mr .Sifton talked 
farming like a lawyer, 

Mr. Fisher dealt with practically 
every argument advanced by his for- 
mer colleague and said that in prac- 
tically every argument Mr. Sifton 
had ‘used he was wrong. He averred 
that the agreement would be a fine 
thing for the farming interests with 
the exception of the British Colum- 
bia fruit growers, who might suffer 
for a time and would provide a mar- 
ket for the future which Would be 
invaluable to Canada. 

W. M. Gorman, of ‘Welland, who is 
also opposing the agreement will con. 
tinue the debate on Thursday, 

Ten minutes after the opening of 
the sitting, the House went into com- 
mittee of ways and means, and Mr. 
Sifton rose, 

A Most Imporfant Question. 

The member for Brandon said he 
had found this to be the most im- 
portant question which had come be- 
fore the House since he was first 
elected. 

He would frankly sav that the re- 
sult of his investigation had heen to 
lead him to the Gonclusion that he 
could not follow the leader of the 
arty with which he had been identi- 
fled all hic life, ; 

This difference was to him of sn 
exceedingly painful character. W'th 
the members of the Government he 
bad always been on the closest terms 
hoth politically ana socially and away 
hack in the county of Brandon, a 
great many men who had pbe2n hig 
supporters for twenty-three years 
would find great difficulty in under- 
standing why he found it nevessarv 
to vote against his party. They wonld 
understand, however, from these cir- 
cumstances that his convictions upon 
the ‘sublect were extremely stro 1g, 

Twenty vears ago, said Mr. Sifton, 
the Liberal party ‘had as its D dlivy, 
unrestricted reciprocity, He nad tik- 
en an active part in that vampaim 
and to the best of his ability he cn-

Opinion Not Spasmodic.

ment, Since 1879 there had nm en 
so important an alternatiia of the 
tariff proposed, but when the psitcra- 
tions of go extensive a charast:) vere 
made, it had always beea customary 
to make a very thorough and com- 
niete Incuiry of moet expert and de- 
tailed character. Otherwise it was 
impossible to know what they were 
doing. 

Other Countries Inaquired, 

When other countries undertook 
this work, such inquiries were made. 
At the last German revision of their 
tariff, tweaty thousand experts were 
employed for the benefit not only of 


the Government, but for the benefit 
of the parliamentary body which had 
subsequently to act upon their report, 
In England the beard of trade experts 
aeted. In this country, we generally 
Lad a collection of detailed Informa- 
tion Which was available when de- 
bates came on in the House and 
which ministers in charge gave for 
the benefit of the members. He con- 
sidered that in this case they should 
have had a full and clear statement 
rs to the effects of this treaty upon 
our relations with favored nations, He 
ventured the opinion that there was 
not a single member of the public 
outside of the Government who knew 
whether he wae in posseasion of the 
whole information or not. There was 
comparative statement of prices and 
the whole related to markets and 
prices. It would have been a com- 
paratively small matter for a body 
cf experts to have got a comparative 
list of prices af the principal com- 
modities in the countries concerned, 
but they had not received it. 


Tribute to Fielding. 


Neither had they information with 
regard to the production of the vari- 
ous commodities by these countries. 
Generally, this had been done and 
generally some member of the Gov- 
ernment had placed before the House 
the case of the Government or the 
proposals that had been made. 

Mr. Fielding he said, never spoke 
except with ability and cleverness, but 
in introducting these resolutions, nei- 
ther he nor the minister of customs 
had undertaken to argue the merits 
of the proposals in detail. If the 
House desired to know just what he 
meant by this criticism then look at 
the speech which Mr. Fielding had 
delivered on the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way fTesolutions or at one of the 
speeches which Mr. Paterson had de- 
livered in the budget debates. 

They would see the kind of a case 
which the ministers could make when 
they desired to do it and had the 
material. “TL would conclude,” he 
said, “that either our friends of the 
Government have not made the in- 
vestigation and do not possess the 
facts, or else that the facts do not 
bear out the contention which they 
put forward, 

Says All Do Not Favor. 

“T desire to say,” he continued, 
“that I dissent altogether from the 
preposition that everybody in Canada 
has been in favor of reciprocity with 
the United States for the last forty 
years. I do not know of any warrant 
at all for the statement that both par- 
ties or one of the parties for the last 
forty years hag been in favor of re- 
ciprocity.” 

Liberal Party Favored, 

There could be no doubt that the 
Liberal party was in favor of it 
twenty years ago in the platform of 
1903 there was what might be called 
a look at reciprocity, while in 1898 
the government attempted to get 
some measure of reciprocity from 
the United States, but there was 


equally no doubt that when the joint, 


high commission ceased to act, Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier made his position 
clear and that in the general elec- 
tions of 1900, 1904, 1908, there was 
lo mention of reciprocity whatever, 
by either parites. He agreed with 
what tad been said that the Govern. 
ment had no mandate to make these 
proposals, He did not think that the 
principles Which were often applied, 
applied in this case. Our govern- 
ments were not elected to do spectfic 
things, they were elected under a 
very wide system of responsibility 
and great discretion was vested in the 
House of Commons and in the Gov- 
ernment in connection with the trans- 
actions of new ‘business, business 
which was not discussed when they 
were before the electors. 

They might do a great many 
things, many things that were not 
discussed when they were before the 
electors, but they might not consti- 
tutionally ,or properly do everything 
and he ventured to say that when the 
fiscal policy of a country had been 
thoroughly canvassed and __ settled, 
discussed, debated and approved in 
the years 1900, 1904 and 1908, there 
Was no constitutional warrant for the 
members of the Government revers- 
ing that policy radically without any 
consultation and prectically without 
the knowledge of the people. 

What Discretion Govt. Has. 

“There is,” said Mr. Sifton, “a dis- 
cretion vested in a Government, but 
it must be remembered that the dis- 
cretion which is exercisable by those 
who occupy important positions un- 
ger our form of Government is not 
an arbitrary personal discretion, it 
is © constitutional discretion which 
must be exercised in accordance with 
the principles of the constitution and 
the constitutional rights of the peo- 
ple they represent. I do not believe 
that in the recent history of Canada 
anything has happened which has 
given to the thinking people of Can- 
nda so painful and 80 sudden a shock 
as the sudden realization that four 
or five gentlemen who by reason of 
their ability, their years of service and 
their high position in their party are 
in control of the affairs of Dominion 
political party, suddenly of their voli- 
tion, without discussion, without de- 
bate, without knowledge of the coun- 
try should commit to a ratiical change 
of fiscal policy. That is not, J am 
hound to say, the doctrine of consti- 
tutional government as it was in the 
Liberal party and I do not think 
there could be a possibility of a more 
dangerous innovation.” 


British Preference, 

Mr. Gifton said the tariff of 1897 
had as its most Outstanding feature 
the British preference Secondly ,a re- 
adjustment of duties which hirgely 
reduced the duties upon articles com- 
monly used by the farming commun- 
ity, and thirdly, a substantial reduc- 
tion in the duties on raw meterials 
of manufactures. He would eay that 
the system of protection was continu- 
ed by that tariff and that it did not 
fully implement all the promises or

upon that tariff and submitted it to 
the judgement of the people. The re- 
sult was that the judgment of the 
people upheld the Government and 
declared that the tariff had been ap- 
proved, Mr. Sifton sald that in his 
opinion, it was the best tariff that 
could have been adopted, Since then 
he had become thoroughly and com- 
Pletely convinced that the tariff poli- 
cy which embraced the principle of 
moderate protection, applicable to all 
classes of the community was the best 
policy that the Dominion of Canada 
could adopt. 
Radical Change Unsafe. 

Tt would be unsafe and unwise to 
institute © radical change. The im- 
ports from Great Britain had grown 
from $29,000,000 o@d in 1897 ito $75,- 
600,000 in 1910. The increase has 
been twenty per cent. We were im- 
porting large quantities of goods from 
the United States for the benefit 
largely of our manufactures, British 
preference was a substantial prefer- 
ence and it had heen suggested that 
it was likely to be substantially in- 
creased, but on that point, he wished 
to express himself fully and clearly. 

Nobody was a more enthusiastic 
supporter of the British preference 
then he when it was adopted, but he 
thought there were limits to the ex- 
tent of which we go even in cutting 
the tariff of Canada in favor of the 
manufacturers of Great Britain as 
against the manufacturers of the 
United States. He was not disposed 
to say that he would support qa sub- 
6lantial increase in the British pre- 
ference at the expense of deserving 
Canadian industries for the purpose 
of putting back into the hands of 
Great Britain.the trade which we 
might take away by this arrangement 
and give to the United States. It was 
not sound business wisdom, He could 
not see where there was possible 
«round for taking such steps as would 
result in the closing up of Canadian 


| factories doing business at a small 


margin of profit so long as they were 
furnishing their goods to the people 
of this country at reasonable rates, 
Great Progress, 
As a result o fthe policy Canada 
had been following the figures indi- 


cated great progress and prosperity, | 


In the last fifteen years Canada had 
prospered more abundantly than any 
other conutry on the face of the 
earth and the main body of the peo- 
ple of Canada were better off than 
any other population of similar num- 
bers that we could point to. Our 
farmers were prosperous, our labor- 
ers well paid, there was no unemploy- 
ment and no poverty except that due 
to drink, vice, sickness or other 
causes which did not depend upon 
prosperity. Immigration was enor- 
mous and demand for more labor was 
still insistent, while there ig a rapid 
development of our resources of the 
utmost importance, however, was the 
«normous growth of the home market 
which had been built up during the 
last ten or twelve years and which in 
his judgment counted more than any- 
thing else for the Steadiness of the 
prices which our farmers were re- 
ceiving for their products. 

The proposition was now made that 
We revolutionize the fiscal policy un- 
der which these results were attained, 
He felt that he was within the mark 
in saying that there would be very 
great dislocation and disturbance of 
business, that there would be individ- 
uale who woutd suffer very great loss 
and that for considerable portions of 
communities the disturbance would be 
of a very serious character. As to the 
general progress of Canada, however, 
the production of the country was so 
enormous and the development of our 
resources so wide that no possible 
mistake of the fiscal policy could pre- 
vent this country making enormous 
progress in the future. Nevertheless, 
the effects would be serious, Some 
industries would be destroyed—there 
would be no doubt about that. 

The Mout Industry. 

The meat packing industry was one 
Which would be wiped out, There 
was no more chance of its standing 
egainst the beef trust of the United 
States than there would be of his 
Standing. up against the Parliament 
buildings if they fell upon him, 

Mr. Sifton said he would not say 
anything about the fruity and vege- 
teble growers. They would be injur- 
ed. He would call the attention of 
the Government to the full and care- 
ful presentation of their case made 
by Mr. Murtin Burrell, of Yale, Cari- 
boo, which he said had not been ans- 
wered. No better, no fuller case had 
ever been preseated to the house 
while he had been a member of it. 
Surely when a case of that kind was 
presented and no answer made he 
miust conclude that no answer could 
be made. 

Quaker Oats Case, 

Ile mentioned also the case of the 
Quaker Oats establishment at Peter- 
boro, the president of which had 
given an interview and which he had 
tuken the trouble to verity. This 
business consumed forty carloads of 
farm produce per day, largely for ex- 
port, and was the best possible kind 
of factory for us to have. The presi- 
dent said that under the conditions 
that would occur under the proposed 
tariff it would be more Convenient and 
economical for them to manufacture 
in the United States for export. There 
Was 0 reason for an American com- 
pany to say that they were against 
the agreement if they were not. He 
asked if it was reasonable that many 
business men with money to invest 
in factories would readily decide to 
do so unless they got some delinite 
assurance that what had happened 
in this particular case, was not going 
to happen again. 

He did not see how they could get 
this a*surance As to the question of 
pulp and paper he remarked that it 
Was 4 g00d and patriotic policy of the 
province of Ontario and Quehee to in- 
sist on their pulp being manufactured 
as home, 

Cheaper Pulpwood, 

It Was known by ail that the United 
Stutes people would like to get chea

The country succeeded en- 
tirely, These products were now be- 
ing sent to the great, stable, safe, free 
market of Britain from which we had 
never been excluded, a market in 
which we would find fresh extensions 
every year, We now proposed to ship 
our stuff to the United States instead 
and to throw away all the advantage 
of all the work that we had done, 
An Unstable Markct. 

Nobody knew how long the United 
Etates market would remain open. A 
year ago the United States were 
brandishing a club over our heads in 
the form of « eurtax, now they were 
said to be friendly. Perhaps they 
weren't but what would they be a 
year from now, Nobody knew. At 
the present time the United States 
Was abrogating the Blaine treaties of 
reciprocity, made with the Latin re- 
Lublics a few vears ago, without even 
the courtesy of negotiation or discus- 
sion. How much better would our 
position be when an occasion for fr- 
titation might arise. Dozena of things 
might happen between the United 
States, Canada and Great Britain, ser- 
jous enough to make it very easy for 
a political party in the United States 
to court «popularity by doing some- 
thing which might be of an unfriendly 
character. 

“Then when our market ie closed,” 
asked Mr. Sifton, “when we have shut 
ourselves out from Great Britain, 
what is our position? Sir, we are put- 
ting our head into a noose,” 

Better Market for Farmers, 

As to the compensations to be de- 
rived, it had been said that the far- 
mers would have better markets, He 
had made a careful examination of 
the prices of various staples that 
Canada could sell in open market 
und he found that average price of 
farm products was better in Ontario 
und Quebec than in the United 
States. While we might get better 
prices in the United States on higher 
grades, We Would lose on the lower 
grades, which are more productive. 
At present there was a perfectly good 
market for all farm produce raised 
in Canada now. 

Mr. Sifton read a Canadian press 
despatch from Australia, which stat- 
ed that the Commonwealth had taken 
the field against the meat trust in 
Australia and New Zealand, If 
Canada took down the barriers and 
invited this same trust to come and 
dominate the Canadian market, what 
remedy would there be. )The head 
office of the truust would be_ in 
Chicago or New York, outside of 
Canadian jurisdiction, ana only one 
thing could be done—put “the duty 
back where jt ig now and start al} 
over again to build up the loca] in- 
dustries which we are helping to 
destroy, 

Premature Conclusion, 

“In the prairie provinces there are 
a great Many people who believe this 
agreement will be a good thing for 
them. Well, 1 have seen premature 
conclusions reached Vetere in my 
twenty-three years in public life, in 
Which | have had experience that 
not Many men have had jn repre- 
senting the same western constitu- 
ency in all that time, During that 
time I have seen a great many ques- 
tions come up as to what was going 
to benetit the farmer, and I'm mot 
sure that when this comes to be fully 
discussed that the farmers of the

Hill, who says that the duty does not 
make any difference on the price o¢ 
wheat, for, while the Dakota farmer 
sets a little more for his wheat, that 
is on account of local ejreumstances. 
Now Mr. Hill is elther right or 
wrong. If right, the Manitoba far- 
mer will not get any more for his 
wheat when the duty is taken off. 
if he is wrong, if the duty does make 
“ difference, then as soon as the im- 
mense Manitoba level goes into Da- 
kota, wheat there goes down in 
price to the export level and the 
Manitoba farmers do not get any 
more.
